From the time the Canadian 
Legion was first organized in 1925 
ns an amalgamation of the differ¬ 
ent veterans’ organizations which 
came into existence followihg the 
First Great War, it has been of 
inestimable benefit to the ex-ser¬ 
viceman, said Mr. Prowse. 

The present pension legislation 
was brought into force because of 
representations made by the (Can¬ 
adian l.egion, as was the War Vet¬ 
erans Allowance Act in 1934.

Hart of the I,egian‘s strength Is 
also due to the extremely capable 
men it has had as leaders in pro¬ 
vincial and dominion commancls. 

A strong Canadian Legion is 
an asset to a community and can 
be of great service to that com¬ 
munity. the speaker said.

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wards of the state, is likely to dredge up cases in 
which the new homes have been bleak and harsh 
and the new patents unsympathetic and even cruel. 
We know that many real parents make home life 
far from ideal for their own children, and any sur¬ 
vey would verify th>s. But there is or should be, 
particular solicitude for the little folk who are vic¬ 
tims of unhappy circumstances, and whose only hope 
of a secure and untroubled childhood lies in inter¬ 
vention of the state. It will be the duty of the Royal 
Commission to sift out all the charges and come to 
some conclusion regarding administration. Has it 
been unsympathetic, inefficient, slothful and care¬ 
less? Has the birthright of happiness and normal 
home life be kept in view inpll placements? Is the 
set-up in respect to Homes jof Correction and the 
care of juvenile delinquents tten such as to re-estab¬ 
lish the erring youth as useful mennbers of society. 
The groundwork laid in the Child Welfare Depart¬ 
ment has much to do with future Alberta citiienship. 

A great issue has been made of “Babies for Ex¬ 
port” and a charge looming large in the accusations 
against provincial administration is that too many 
Albeita babies have bean adopted by American par¬ 
ents. It Is true that these baWes are lost to “British 
sovereignty” (though “Canadian sovereignty” is 
surely the right term). But there seems no evidence 
that these have not been bonafide adoptions, and 
that they have not gone to good homes. Compared 
with the number of adult Canadians who cross the 
line and are lost to Canadian sovereignty, after the 
Canadian public has borne the cost of educating 
them, the occasional exodus of an infant child does 
nut seem so consequential. 

However there are differences of opinion on the 
importance of this angle. In any case it is of utmost 
concern that'the little children who are homeless be 
given the opportunity of good foster homes, sur¬ 
rounded by affection and solicitude. It is tremen¬ 
dously important to Alberta that detention homes be

Farmer’s Column 


(By R. J. Milligan, District 
: Agriculturist) 

Everyone is writing about soil 
I onservation, and I suppose the 
District Agriculturist shoulii add 
his few lines. .Soil conservation 
ties in very closely, and is a part 
of farm management. Every per¬ 
son should be conscious of the need 
whether he is a re.sident of a farm, 
\illago, town or city. The farmer, 
because he makes a living off the 
farm, the residents of our urban 
areas because they get their foo<l 
from the products of the farm. 

Some of you heard the discussion 
by professor Birchall, titled “Do 
We^Need Any, More Irrigation 
System?” We do, if irrigation will 
save our soil from wind and water 
erosion. Everybody knows that it 
is much easier to get a catch of 
grass if they have water to start 
the seeds, and later to develop the 
seedlings. Glass builds our soil. 
and the roots produce fibre to 
hold the land, thus permitting in¬ 
tensive cultivation. 

It is a little over 120 years ago 
that the white man’s plow first 
pierced the soil of the -ClanadKir” 
prairies. Yet, in this relatively 
short span of years, particularly 
during the last fifty years, the loss 
of our prairie soils through sod 
cru.siuh and the waste and impover 
ishment of our land through mis¬ 
use has been enormous. Unfortun¬ 
ately this destruction is still going 
on. Does any of my readers re¬ 
member the trials and difficu’ties 
experienced by farmers during the 
drought years in the south-eastern 
part of our province? The drought 
lesulted mainly from misuse and 
improper cultivation of our soil. 
Many farmers moved away, some 
by themselves, and others with the 
help of the governments to try 
fanping elsewhere. Where will we 
go now if such trials reoccurred? 
We cannot go anywhere. Therefore 
w" should practice soil conserva¬ 
tion and at once. Surely you have 
seen the piles of soil along the 
fence lines, the growth of weeds 
on abandoned farms, the machin-. 
ery covered with drift soil, and the 
poor farmer’s wife shovelling the 
rich soil out of the hou.se after 
each wind storm. Let you and I 
avoid such scenes by proper land 
use. 

M hat is soil conservation ? It is 
the proper use and care of the land 
It is a matter of using land effic¬ 
iently under a farming system that 
safeguards it from erosion. 

Soil conservation practices that 
save oui* soil are: 

1. Use .suitable erosion-con¬ 
trol practices to prevent soil-ilrift 
ir.g and washing. 

2. Employ improved tillage, 
mulching and croirping practice.s to 
conserve moisture. 

3. Maintain and increase the or¬ 
ganic matter in the soil by glow¬ 
ing more grass and legpime crops, 
and by using green and farmyard 
manure. 

•1. Use commercial fertilizers in 
the right amounts and at the prop¬ 
er time. 

6. Prevent the fonuation of gul¬ 
lies, chiefly with grass. i 

ti. Plant tr.'es and shrubs, par¬ 
ticularly on land unsuitatile for 
cultivation. 

7. Increase diversification in field 
crop and livest tek production. In 
plain words, praccice more mixed 
farming. 

8. Drain land that is too wet, 
and, wherever possible, irrigate 
land that is too dry. 

What good does all this writing 
and talking about soil erosion and 
soil conservation do if you, as a 
farmer, don’t realize that you have 
a problem. When you do realize 
this problem, let’s do something 
about it. Go over the eight conser¬ 
vation practices listed above and 
select those that yon are going to 
use. Come and see me, and we will 
learn how the others will fit into 
the plan you have outlined. Re¬ 
member that neither I nor your 
neighbors can do your job of soil 
consen'ation—you must do it your¬ 
self and now. 

Some farmers in the Lethhridge 
area are listing to prevent winter 
wind erosion, and they are doing 
it during the mild weather between 
sti rma. W hat are yon going to do 
about your soil problem?

HOSWTAL COSTS UP 
ALARMINGLY 

Hospital costs at the present 
time are rising at an alarming 
rate. When the hospitals review 
their monthly figures they are 
amazed to see that costs have more 
than doubled in the past few years 
and there does not seem to be any 
i-elief in sight. Hospital hnancial 
reports which have come in indi¬ 
cate costs in the neighborhood of 
$7.00 to $10.00 per patient day. 

Take the wage costs alonfe and it 
will be foun<l that this one item 
is far in excess of the amount 
received for indigent or partially 
indigent patients, who represent a 
considerable percentage of patients 
in our hospitals. The actual per 
diem cost for salaries in one large 
hospital in the east is $4.20 per 
patient day. 

Let us look into another item— 
dietary cost, bearing in mind the 
fact that this covers the raw food 
costs only. The figures are almost 
double what they were in 1940. 

It is a situation which cannot carry 
on for any great length of time 
unless some means is found to 
increase revenue in like proportion. 

It is also obvious that the cost 
of sickness has reached a stage 
where it is impossible for many 
• people to pay their way. I feel 
that this should be the basis of 
intensive survey as these -people 
must be taken care of and some 
means must be found to distribute 
more adequately the burden of 
^ this expense.
